Very little change occurred yesterday in the 
the strikers and _ the $% rail- 
road officials. The men remained - 
around Turner Haf all day. The railroad ofti- 
cials and the Police Board held a private 
meeting at 3 o'clock at which the strike 
was the only topic. The whole 
situation was reviewed and a plan 
was at length determined upon, 
The Commissioners promised that all the pro- 
tection possible would be furnished, and that 
a large force of special police would be sworn 
in immediately to prevent any breach os aoe the 


peace. At least two specials were to be 

each car. This force in a ition 

to the regular’ force was thought 

ufficient to prevent all dalffticulty. 

Some of the street car presidents wanted to 
start out thecars this morning, but the Com- 
missioners were Of the opinion that they had 
better wait until the s opens were ewornin, 
and as Thursday morning was hamed as the 
time for beginning to run this seemed to suit the 
officials and the examination gor special po- 
lice an at9a.m. this morning. The only 
other feature of ee Fores day wasa no- 
tice which the Executive 
Committee of the Union lust 
night, stating that Erastus Wells 
would meet his men at the Olive Strect stables 
at8 a. m to-day, and at the Market Street 
stables at9a.m., and that he had a proposi- 
tion to submit to the men on each road.

Conductor Kelly said that 
he wished the proposition was a little more 
definite, that it provided: some rule about the 
lergth of hours. Mr. Wells’ repeated 
that a conductor knew that the twelve hours’ 
demand was impracticable. No means can 
be devised which will make a car pass this 
stable at exactly or nearly 12 hours after it has 
run out., This work is not like that 
in a factory where the whistle blows 
and everybody drops his tools. Con- 
ductor Kelly asked if the road would 
under any circumstances endeavor to operate 
under the twelve hour provision. and Mr. Wells 
said that it was just as feasible as for a man to 
take himself by the boot straps and Jift him- 
self out of the window. Mr. Wells then ordered 
the foreman of the stables to be readyto start 
at noon, and asthe tracks were heavy to put 
four horses on the first cars. Wm. Henry 
calledthe men in, and immediately twenty- 
three of them, several of them regulars, signed 
their names and eed to go to work at noon. 
The rest leftfor the ne at Turner Hall, 
and will await the action which this body will 
take upon Mr. Wells’ proposition. 

The same meeting took place at-«the Olive 
street stables. The same proposition was 
submitted. Several men signed their names 
and this line will also begin to operate at noon. 

SWORN IN. 

The special men selected by the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners¢or duty during the street 
car strike were sworn in at noon to-day in the 
assembly room at the Four Courts. There are 
about 150 men. They will bedistributed about 
the termini and car stables. 


The Meeting. 

The meeting at Turner Hall was not called 
to order at allduring the morning although 
several gentlemen addressed the men, Tony 
Meugher made a long rambling address which 
was not at allin sympathy with the feeling of 
the strikers, who frequently hissed the speaker 
and he was compelled at last to desist amid a 
storm of hisses which no pounding upon the 
table and no call for ‘‘Order’’ could allay. 
The men declined to be placated 
until Meagher took his place which he did at 


last with a great deal of firmness. He was fol- 
lowed by Bill Murray, who answers to the so- 
briquet of ‘‘S akspeare,’’ a driver cnthe Olive 
Street linc, who madea very flowing and at 
times realle- effecting address. Murray has 
certainly done a deal of reading and his 
speech bristied with illusions to Aedered poone en 5 
Peter the Hermit and other celebrated speak 
ers, who he _ said would not have 
amounted to much had they been asked to 
work nineteen hours a daya Ona street car 
for afew years before making a speech. . 

At the conclusion of Murray’s speech one of 
the members of the Executive Committee came 
forward and announced that the committee 
had found that it was necessary 
to do something to take off the edge 
of the inconvenience for the public whom it 
was necessary to keep with the strike till the 
end. Forthis purposeit had been proposed 
to utilize all the spare labor of the strikein 
running a number of vehicles along the line of 
each railway in the city—busses, furniture 
cars and vans of all kindsin order to provide 
transportation forthe public during the strike. 
Volunteers would be called fur to do this work 
and committees were appointed to search pres 
whole town with a fine tooth comb and 
every possible vehicle getable. The execut ve 
committee proposes to hire these: 
vehicles by the day, and if they 
do ‘not wake enough to pay for their 
hire to make good the deficit out of the. strike 
fund. Committees were immediately ap- 
pointed to see about licenses and others were 
sent out to hunt vehicles. The scheme was 
favored by every onein the hall as the nost 
feasible and practicable one yot proposed, and 
the men all went to workwith a will to make 
the idea a success.

‘THE SITUATION. 

The best friends of the striking car-men 
will soon concede that they committed a most 
serious mistake when they rejected the peace 
offering of Mr. WELLS. 

That offer was so large a concession and 
left so small a margin of real difference 
that we are at a loss to know whythe car 
men did not instantly acceptit. The peace 
and prosperity of this city should not be 
trifled with for so insignificant and flimsy a 


cause as now remains. 

The proposition of Mr. WELLS, as we un- 
derstand it, was to pay his men by the hour 
and leave every body free to work only twelve 
hours if he choose, the pay to be 122 cents 
per hour for drivers and 15 cents per hour for 
conductors. 

This would give the drivers $1 50 for twelve 
hours’ work, or all they ask, and the condiic- 
tors $180, or only twenty cents less than they 
are now getting for an average of fifteen 
hours. But as it would be optional with 
each conductor to work an hour or two more, 
each could increase his pay about thus: 

Drivers—Twelve hours, $1 50; 13 hours, 
$1 6242; 14 hours, $1 75; 15 hours, $1 8742; 16 
hours, $200; 17 hours, $212’2; 18 hours, 
$225. Present pay, $1 50. 

Conductors—Twelve hours, $1 80; 13}hours, 
$195; 14 hours, $210; 15 hours, $2j25, and 
so on. 

Thus it will be plainly seen that the offer of 
Mr. WELLS practically meant to give 
the drivers their present pay for twelve 
hours’ work, and leave it with each conduc- 
tor to earn his present pay or more than that 
in fourteen hours, or $1 95 in thirteen nours. 

On yesterday the Post-DISPATCII took Mr. 
WELLS to task, appealed to him fora com- 
promise, and said that he was almost person- 
ally responsible for the continuance of the 
strike. The action of to-day changes the 
situation. The responsibility must now be 
placed upon those who rejected a fair offer 
of settlement.

THE last of the Centennial celebrations is 
rapidly approaching. Upoy the 19th of Octo- 
ber next it will be one hundred years since 
Lord CORNWALLIS politely surrendered the 
British forces at Yorktown to the combined 
American and French armies under WASH- 
INGTON and the Marquis de LAFAYETTE. It 
was the culminating struggle of the Revolu- 
tion, and when it was won Independence was 
won Withit. Inits consequence it was the 
most important battle fought upon the Amer- 
ican continent, and the celebration of its cen- 
tennial anniversary is a most appropriate 
memorial of the occasion. It will be remem- 
bered that after the surrender the only im- 
portant military event of the war was the 
evacuation of New York. A Centennial Asso- 
ciation was formed first inthe State of Vir- 
ginia for the purpose of properly commemo- 
rating the occasion, but it has been naturally 
felt that this was more than a local event, that 
Yorktown marked one of the epochs in the 
history ofthe Republic, and it is only just 
and meet that the whole~ country 
should take part in honoring the 
anniversary. Each of the original thirteen 
colonies will have a set day at the Centen- 
nial, and in many other respects it will resem- 
ble the exhibition of 1876 at Philadelphia. It 
has becn found a matter of no difficulty to 
raise all the money necessary by private sub- 
scription, and the lists are being rapidly filled 
throughout the East. The Yorktown Centen- 
nial Association has already purchased the 
TEMPLE farm upon which the MOORE house 
stands where the terms of the surrender were 
signed by Lord CORNWALLIS. The estate is 
tobe donated to the Government, and will 
hereafter be known as the Lafayette Park, 
Yorktown is a small place; there are not more 
than a thousand inhabitants in the burg, but 
plenty of accommodation will be provided for 
the guests.

THE FLOODS. 


Omaha-—State of the 
River To-Day. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, NEB., April26.—The situation is little 
changed from the last report except that the 
crisis seems past, the water having fallen 
about two inches, though as yet receding very 
slowly. Communication across the river is still 
maintained and the submerged property is 
standing the soaking well and with compara- 
lively litthk damage on this date. But the 
results at Council Bluffs will prove far 
more serious. The weather is cool and pleas- 
ant to-day, and everything favorable for a 
better state of affairs here in a day or two. 
The only drawback to-day is a high wind 
whichrolls up heavy waves against the*rail- 
road embankment, and requires constant and 
untiring efforts to prevent serious disaster. 


The Rising River. 


During the twenty-four hours preceding 9 
o’clock this morning the river rose here six 
inches, This was only halfas much as the rise 
during the previous twenty-four hours, so 
that that there isnot much fear felt here of 
disaster on the Illinois side. The lowest part 
of the levee isin the vicinity of Washington 
avenue, and there the water will have to rise 
three feet to reach the pavement. The cellars 


all along the levee are well filled with water as 
is always the casein high water. At present 
the water is twelve feet belowthe high water 
mark of 1844, and six feet below 6 of 185s. 
In 184 the water stood nine feet d on the 
levee pavement. Since the 
water bas never touched the levee 
yavoment, although it came very near it 
in 1862 and again in 1876. The dykes and levees 
which protect the bottom lands immediately 
opposite St. Louis have been very considera- 
bly strengthened since the last big rise,so that 
no great danger exists for East St. Louis, un- 
tilthe watercoméesupa couple or three feet 
bigher than itis to-day. At several points on 
the levee this morning the water was within 
twelve feet of the railroad tracks. It seems 
likely that the present rise will spend itself in 
the next twenty-four hours. 
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Indications, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 26.—For Ohio Val- 
ley and Tennessee, fair weather and slightly 
cooler, north to west winds, rising followed by 
falling barometer. Lower Lake Region, clear- 
ing weather preceded by occasional rain, 
higher barometer, stationary or lower temper- 
ature and westerly winds.

The horse sprangforward, nearly 
unseating the] Captain, who _ see- 
ing the blood and realizing the 
outrage drew his pistol and started toward the 
man he suspected.

THE MARKET STREET LINE. 

The crowd on Market street was attracted 
chiefiy by the police who were ostenta- 
tious!y strung out from Twelfth to Fourth 
streetsin squads of three and four on each 
corner, and naturally a crowd gathered on 
each corner about the police. At a little 
before 12 Capt. hennett appeared upon the 
scene mounted upon a fine horse, which cara- 
coled gaily down the street, exhibiting 
his handsome rider’s horsemanship 
in its best light. The rumor rapidly ran among

Immediateiy after this 
came four cars together, in the first 
of which one passenger, a very 
richly dressed and good looking lady, with a 
yellow feather in her hat, Jooked composedly 
out at the howling mob, who 
treated her to more bad lauguage 
than she had probably ever heard before. 
Everything throwable was chucked at the 
drivers,the conductors cushiaiing themselves 
safely inside, with the blinds pulled 
down. Mr. Henry, the cashier of the Market 
Street Line, was onone of these cars with his 
lug hat plastered with mud, and a 
iberal allowance of the same on his other 
gaiments. Finally the police suc- 
ceeded in stopping everything but 
the bad language and abuse, and the 
cars got down intact to Fourth street. By this 
time the crowd on Fifth and Market stree's had 
swelled to thousands, and was almost un- 
manageable. When the cars started™back it 
was with the utmost difficulty that they pulled 
through. 

At Thirteenth and Chestnut streets there isa 
smmallexcavation for a water main, and there 
one of the cars jumped the track and fell

: THE START ON MARKET STREET. 

Erastus Wells kept his word about the start 
at 12 o’clock. Before that hour eight cars 
were out on the track, with the 
horses hitched to them, The first ear 
had four horses attached to it, because the 
track is very heavy. John Dugger, the fore- 
man of the stables, and Wm. Henry took 
charge of affairs. Mr. Henry repeated Mr. 
Wells’ offer, whichis published above, to a 
large crowd of the mon who were 
coliected in front of the stables. The men re- 
fused to accept the terms and the general 
answer was tbat they wanted twelve hoursor 
nothing. As 12 o’clock drew on the excite-

The starter at the 
stable was in charge ofthe car and here- 
ported that the driver and conductor who had 
taken outthe car had abandoned it. Out of 
alithe men who went out withthe cars, only 
feur or five were regularemployes ofthe road 
and — two were members ofthe Union. 
When the two cars which returned got. back 
to the stables Foreman Dugger sent them 
out again in chargeof fresh men, but they 
were s00n seen returning, and the men repor- 
ted that’ they could not make the run. 
Foreman Dugger beganto be disheartened, 
and said that he did not know whether he would 
sentoutany morecars until Mr. Wells came 
back. A few more cars were started but none 
of them succeeded in gettin more 
than four squares away. The first 
three cars that started went round 
the block with considerable interruption 
but succeeded in getting out the Manchester 
Roadend. The four fo lowing cars were beset 
by mobs and had a hard ftime, and Theodore 
Cabrilliac, known by the boys as *‘Frenchy,’’ 
was struck with a brick while pass:

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 


Th3 Booming Water---The Territory 
it Has Inundated. 


Ths Eu Claire Co.’s Yards Sub- 
m3rgec—Pec ple Living 
on Ratts. 


Frill Details of the Great Flood in the 
Lumber Districts. 


The low or bottom landsin North St. Louis, 
east of the track of the St. Louis, Kansas and 
Northern Railroad and between North Market 
street on the south and Ferry street on the 
north, presents the appearance of a vast ocean 
of water, which is on an average four feet 
deep and yet lacks three and a half feet of be- 
ing equal to the noted flood of July, 1876. In 
the extreme northern end of the city, proba- 
bly two miles north of the city, probably two 
miles north of the City Water Works, is the 
source of Horse Creek—known on the city 
map as Gingrass Creek—and through this outlet 
tha wild waters from the booming Mississippi 
have been carried to the bottom lands to the 


depth of two feet or more, and has nearly 
completely surrounded the settling basins of 
the water works, but in this respect there is no 
danger whatever apprehended, for it would 
take all of sixteen or eighteen feet more of a 
1ise to cause any trouble there. All of that 
territory {between Ferry street and Bremen 
avenue and east of the railroad is occupied as 
lumber yards by the Knapp, Stout & Co. Com- 
pany and ' still - Safe, being pro- 
tected by the high lumber Jandings, 
which are able to stand a rise yet of from 
three to five feet. From Bremen avenue south 
to Salisbury street everything is safe with the 
exception of afew feet of water in a small 
opening just above the North St. Lonis Grain 
Elevator. Atthe foot of Salisbury street is lo- 
cated the salt elevator, and the water is on the 
first floor of it, but everything has been re- 
moved to safe quarters in the second story, 
and no danger is apprehended. The Eau 
Claire Lumber Company have their monster 
lumber yards located east of Kennett, or Hall 
streets, and between Destrehan and Salisbury 
streets, but they have not been so fortunate as 
the Knapp, Stout & Co, Lumber Company. 
The water has backed in from Destrehan 
street and flooded their yards south of Salis- 
bury street to the depth of two and three feet, 
and all of their loose lumber and many small 
piles are already afloat. Mr. Chris. Smith, 
the superintendent of the company,jg§has had 
u force of twenty men at work all yesterday 
and to-day braging the piles in with cribs of 
rafted lumber to keep the lumber from going 
adrift, but considerable loose lumber has al- 
ready floated off. The next point at the mer- 
cy of the booming billowsisthe little hamlet 
at the foot of Destrehan street known as Buck- 
leyville.Here are located four small dwellings, 
ali the property of Mr.I. J. Buckley, the well- 
known lumbercontractor. The waterin three 
of the houses is already two feet deep on the 
floors; the next house, a large place, jwas oc- 
cupied until early this morning, when the 
occupants were forced to move their household 
goods*on to lumber rafts which were run up to 
the house for the occasion. The people pro- 
pose tolive and sleep on the rafts until the 
water goes down, and they can return to the 
houses. The Eau Clair Lumber Company have 
floated rafts of lumber up to  Ken- 
net street, something that could _ not 
have been for six years __ before, 
froin which can easily be gained an idea of 
how high the water has come. Lubke & 
Schrage, proprietors of the St. Lonis saw mill, 
had men at work yesterday building a dam 
along Kennett street, but the water became 
too strong and forced its way in, completely 
submerging their log yards with water enough 
to float heavy logs off. By'this route the water 
on the west side of Kennett street has backed 
up to Schnelle & Querle’s lumber yards on 
Destrehan street, but no danger is anticipated 
by the proprietors of the , yards as the 
yaids are several feet higher than 
the street. The water is up inthe rear yards 
ofthe greatrolling millof the Neidringhaus 
Brothers on Second and Angelrodt streets, but 
can result in no trouble unless there should be 
an additional rise of four or five feet. From 
Destrahan street south to Harrison street all 
of theland from the levee to Sevond street is 
fiooded to the depth of three and four feet.The 
Planing mill of Phil Scholz on Hall avenue and 
Dock street isin, very close quarters, and a 
force of men are employed building a levee 
around it to keep ont the water, but it proba- 
bly can not stand more than two feet 
more. In case the flood does not break inj on 
it the only !oss resulting will be the delay in 
working. Davidson's boathouse ut the toot 
of Anglerodt streetis already surrounded, as 
also is Lubke & Schrage’s log millat the toot 
oft Buchanan street, and the Meyer Brothers’ 
bone mill at the foot of Dock street. The city 
scavenger dump,at the foot of Harrison street, 
stunds tully 500 feet from the main land, and 
the heavy pressure of the mad river’s current 
isliable to move itatanytime. South of Har- 
rison street the water is not causing so much 
trouble, although it has already got into 
one section of Schulenburg & Boeckeler 
Lumber Company’s Yards, but two steam 
pumps are kept busy pumping it out as fust as 
itrunsin. Destrehan street from Hall avenue 
to the river proper is covered tothe depth of 
four feet with water, and all along rafted lum- 
ber is thick, there being no less than 300, 
feet, but up the close of this report, at nofin 
to-day, it was alisate. The present rise fol- 
lowing so clorely the late nay be said to have 
been not totally nnlooked for, yet the water 
was not expected to have attained the stage 
that it hus. 

Although directly in a financial way the re- 
sult of the high water will not prove very dis- 
astrous, yet it will be a great drawback to the 
vast lumbering interests, which may be said to 
center directly here, as all of the various firms 
engaged in that industry in the city have their 
rk ndings here and also their distributing vards, 
and after a decline in the water sets in and 
gets back to its old point—the river proper, it 
will be some time nhefore rafted lumber .éan be 
either taken on tothe bank or hanled, owing 
to the immense “amount of mud that will have 
seitied on the overflowed districts. 

Krom the opening of the rafting season, 
about five weeks ago, up to this time there has 
only been about 2,000,000 feet of rafted lumber 
handled, and all of it has not yet been taken 
tothe yards and piled. The companies now 
having rafts of lumber at the landing waiting 
for the water to recede are as follows: Knapp, 
Stout & Co., 1,600,000 feet; Eau Claire Lumber 
Company, 1,000,000 feet; the Gruner Brothers’ 
Lumber Company, 300,000 feet; Geo. Boecken 
kamp, 300,000 feet. Aside from this there are 
several sinall rafts of logs and logs on barges, 
~ . but it is thought that everything is in safe 

arbor. 

The Gruner Brothers’ Lumber Company pro- 
pose to have their rafted luinber run erib bv 
crib to Buck's stove works on Second and 
Destrehan streets, where they will have a 
large force of men to take it out of the water. 
The monster saw millsofthe Knapp, Stout & 
Ce. Company,near the foot of Bremen avenue, 
is surrounded on all sides by the high water. 
Allwork on the lumber landings has been 
stopped. The river now stands nearly thirty 
feet—the danger line, and still advancing, 
though slowly, and as a fallis reported north 
of Oluha itis probable that there will not be 
more than 14s more of a rise here. 

There are several large rafts of Jozs and lum- 
ber in Alton Slough tor Coinpanies here, but 
none of itwili beruninto the lumber wharf 
until the water bevins to recede. The residents 
along Broadway have closed their drain sewers 
oot sna the back water from flowing into their 

south of the ferry landing at North Market 
street there are several hundred cords of wood 
but all of it is considered sufe vet. From Madi- 
fon street south, the wateristwoinches over 
the track of the St..L., K.C. and N. Ratlroad, 
but no trouble is experienced by the trains. 
Allof the little frame shanties east of the rail- 
road track and near the foot of Webster street 
arelcompletely surrounded by water from two 
to three fcet deep. 

ON THE ILLINOIS SIDE, 

Just opposite North 8t. Louis, the little vil- 
lage of Venice is all right yet, but the water 
only iacks ua few feet of entering the branch 
yd of the Union Stock Yards’ Company. 
Phe Illinois dyke just above Venice is covered, 
and at Burn’s Landing just above there the 
water willhave to goupthree and one-half 
feetto result in any trouble. Reports down 
from Maple Island, three miles north, say that 
it is being rapidly washed away, and the water 
is posrtne through Galberet and Chouteau 
sloughs like a mill race. Both islands named 
only lack afew feet of being submerged, and 
the residents haveto be taken toand from 
the islandson the transfer boat Dunileith of 
te St. Louis and Venice Ferry Company.

A WIDOW’S SUIT. 


Special Trial Delayed by Witnesses On 


Strike. 


A special jury is empaneled to-dayin VUircuit . 


Court No. 1, Judge Horner’s division, for the 
trial ofa widow’s damage suit against the

When 
the case was called City Counselor Bell stated 
that owing to lack of means Of trave) the wit- 
nesses from the southern part of the city had 
not putinan appearance. Mr. Gottschalk,for 
the widow, stated that his witnesses had footed 
it all the way, and he _  é¢ould 
not see why the city’s witness should not do 
thesame. Mr. Bell said the city’s interest in 
the suit was not so great asthatof the other 
side. Judge Horner ordered attachments to 
issue for absentees, saying that the business 
of the courts could not beretarded by strikes 
or suspension of street travel.

Passengers Baggage Protection, 

The Court of Appeals to-day overruled the 
motion for a rehearing of the Chinaman’s 
baggage damage suit, Lee Lin vs. Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis Railroad Company. 
This was acase where the bagzage of a pas- 
senger from New York to St. Louis was found 
to be ina damaged cormition at this end of 
the journey. The clear liability of the rail- 
round company was established and sustained 
upon appeel. The Appellate Court sees no 
reasonto grantarehesaring. The liability of a 
carrier of a Dussenger’s buggage is analazous 
tothbuat of a carrier of goods, and itis well set- 
thed that a carrier of goods does not discharge 
his contract till he bas delivered or offered to 
deliver the goods. In this case the defendant 
didnot discharge its contract to carry the 
trunk till it had delivered it at 
the end of its route to the holder 
of the check. If it delivered it to an interme- 
diate corporation for the purpose of effecting 
the delivery, then that corporation became in 
law its agent for the purpose of making such 
delivery. The doctrine is recognized tnat the 
railway company which sells a coupon ticket 
over its road and connecting roads acts as the 
agent of the connecting compunies for the 
purpose of making the contractof carriage 
over their roads.

BLOOD AT BRIDGETON. 


A Half-Breed Takes the Town for 
Half a Day. 


Wiliiams, the Schoolmaster at Bon- 
fils, Beaten to Death. 


A Farmer Receives Injuries From 
Which He Can Not Recover.

An All-Night Search for the Desperado 
Without Success. 


They had a manhunt in St. Louis county. 
It lasted all night, and this morning Sheriff 
Schecko came to the city to solicit the aid of 
the police. Tnereisa half-breed know vari- 
ously as Valentine Walker and Valley. Heis 
part negro and part Indian and combines the 
worst qualities of the two races. They know 
htm inthe country as ‘‘the bad man of Bridge- 
ton,’’ the western station onthe division of the 
Wabash where the Union Depot. branch 
strikes he main line. Walker’s step- 
father lives near Bridgeton and that is 
where he considers himself at home. He is of 
a restless, roving spirit, seldom stopping long 
in any One place, and usually leaving behind 


him 
A BAD RECORD. 


Yesterday the half-breed wasin one of his 
ferocious moeds. He killed one man, mortally 


wounded another and for four hours walked 
the streets of the little town accepting odds of 
thirty to one and defying the whole town. 
Walker was in and out of Blum’s sa- 
loon pretty much all day, drinking occa- 
sionally and iinflaming his ill humor 
but not becoming intoxicated. About 4 
o’clock in the afternoon Mike Revoir, a farmer 
living afew inilestfrom Bridgeton, wasin the 
saloon drinking. He has been addicted to 
occasional sprees and was more under the in- 
finence of liquor than any of the others pres- 
ent. Walker had been bullhiig all day and 
Was evidently 
SPOTILING POR A FIGHT. 

He picked oat Revoir tor his victim and made 
some contemptuous remark abouthim, ‘ue 
tarmer tiushed with liquor retorted with a re- 
tiection on the half breed’s mixed parentage. 
Walker became furious and atie npted to get at 
Revoire, but the crowd interfered and pusbed 
the former outintothe street. Among those 
who interfered to maintain peace was Mr. 
James Williams, the school master at Bonfils’ 
Station, a middle aged nan, much respected 
in the northern part of the citv. MWe was par- 
ticnlarly active in putting the half-breed out, 
and when they were in the street Walker 
turped all his vengeance onthe pedagogue. 
In the saloon the u«desperado had ap- 
peared unarmed, but after being put 
out he suddenly jerked a paling from a fence 
close by and assailed Williams, dealing him 
three or four blows on the head which render- 
ed him senseless. Walker’s manner, bad 
enough before, became that of a fiend. The 
lagt blow he struck the stick broke in his 
hands. Heranand picked up arock and re- 
turning, actually pounded the helpless victim 
to death.

interfered. The foriner came forward 
and assailed the half-breed and the two had a 
desperate struggle which ended in Rivoire be- 
ing laid out with a great vash in either temple 

and a hole in the top of his head. 

With both the men prostrate before him 
Wualkes became a madman in,his fury. {Revoire 
was covered with blood and unconscious. 
Evidently thinking he had finished 
this one, the half-breed turned his 
attention to . Williams. There were 
feeble symptons of returning unimation 
and the murderer shouted to the crowd, *‘I’'ll 
finishthis ove now.’’ With that he kicked 
and stamped on Williains repeatedly. The two 
victims luy on the ground uneared for some 
time, white Walker paraded up and down the 
street, shaking his fist and daring the whole 
town to come and tuke bim. 

When efforts were finally made to care for 
the two men Williams was breathing his last. 

HE DIED 
in about an hour after receiving the horrible 
treutment. Revoire lived throvgh the night, 
but the chances of recovery are regarded as 
very poor to-day. 

It was four hours after the desperado had 
done his work before he left Bridgeton. Dur- 
ing that time he went back and forth, cursing 
everybody and expressing his intention to do 
for afew more before heleft. ‘Squire’ Baber 
undertook to have the mun arrested, but could 
not tind men with the requisite nerve to at- 
tewptit. Noticing the ’Squire’s actions, Walk- 
er bestowed some vile epithets on him and 
forced him to desist. Messengers were sent off 
in different directions for help. One of these 
found Gregoire Aubuchon, the deputy con- 
stable, and another hunted up Sheriff 
Schnecko. The constable reached Bridgeton af- 
ter dark and at once 

; ONGANIZED A POSSE, 

Walker had been gone about half an hour. The 
party took the train and made inquiries of the 
people along theroad. The murderer was fin- 
wlliyrun tocover; it was believed in a straw 
Aubuchon placed a cordon about the 
and waited for reinforcements, 
came up with the Sheriff. 
at their head. Schneeko was doubtful as to 
whether the negro would Ve found in the rick, 
but alter arranging a programme led a charze. 
The rick was untenanted. Laterin the night 
the Sheriff surrounded the house occupied by 
Walker’s step father and searched it but with- 
out success. The hunt was kept up all night 
and this morning the trail was followed down 
toward the city. The murderer is believed to 
be biding in one of the pegro quarters. 

Both Williams and Revoire have tamilies. 
Their wives and children were brought into 
Bridgeton last night and the scenes as they 
mourned the dead and dying were unnerving. 
Had the half-breed been found last night any- 
where near Bridgeton he would never have 
reached a place of eonfinement. The Williams 
fainily have relatives Jivingin the city who 
were telegraphed this morning of the tragedy. 

WALKER 
is described as a man tive feet ten -inches in 
beight. He istwenty-five years of age and 
would be taken by the careless observer for a 
mulatto. has, however, straight, coal 
black hair and the lithe movement of the In- 
dian.
